vursuant to Section 3 of The Motor 
Vehicles Act, the following reguia- 
tions have been adopted by the Lieu- 
tenant Governor in Council governing 
the issuing of permits and renewals 
and transfers thereof, 

The following trees shall be paid 
the Department of the Provineial 
retary for Motor Vehicle permits, 
renewals and transfers:

full name and address of the purchaser 
and the purchaser shall forthwith pay
